L Claims 1-40, 42, 43, and 46 are allowed. 

2, The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art or record, 
alone or in combination, does not teach or fairly suggest the reception, at a server apparatus, of a 
request for supplemental information related to a video program and synchronization information 
related to the video program, the transmission, from the server apparatus, of the supplemental 
information, synchronized to the video program. 

The newly cited Reimeret al (5,559,949) reference is the most applicable art of record and 
requires comment. The reference discloses a system which presents a movie to a user, and than 
receives queries from the user pertaining to the movie. The system determines a frame of the 
movie that was being presented to user when the user issued the query by extracting the 
information from the query, identifies and retrieves portions of movie-related information relating 
to the frame, and presents them to the user. The system differs from that claimed in that it does 
not disclose that the transmitted supplemental information is synchronized to the video program 
or viewed while the program is in progress. Rather, the reference discloses a querying system 
which is engaged by pressing a pause key and selecting a query through a system of menus. 
Consequently, the supplemental information provided, while particular to a given frame, is not 
time-dependent on successive frames. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
